DISCRIMINATION. 


How Slowly St. Louis 


Freight Travels. 


Two to Eight Days Behind 
Other Cities. 


The Railroads That Dis- 
criminate in Time of 
Delivery. 


How the Vandalia Rashes Freight 
From Indianapolis and the Burling- 
ton From Chicago—Slow Time onthe 
Wabash and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville — Orders Lost Through Slow 
Freight Delivery.

In certain lines of the jobbing trade the time of 
delivery of goods is as important as prices or rates 
of freight. This is particularly true of drugs and 
partially so of groceries. Country merchants who 
have not fast freight facilities are frequently 
obliged to order gouds sent by express to fill imper- 
ative orders, and they often prefer this to taking 
the chances Uy freight. Stillin many places rail- 
roads have ests a freight schedule which 
almost beats the express, and many through freight 
trains are rum on a schedule hardly slower than 
that of the service. Where merchants 
replenish. stock only as it is sold out, and are 
ordering week, it -will well be understood 
how important expeditious ah ipinent and transpor- 
tation may be. It will also be seen how, 
witho ut * intending any injury to this 
city, and while making rates that would 
appear to give St. Louis a fair show, railroads hav- 
ing interests elsewhere may discriminate against 
St. Louis in time and cut her out of a great deal of 
this business which depends on quick delivery. 
That the railroads do so there is no question. In 
some cases the discrimination may be uninten- 
tional; the roads may be behind the times in 
methods and not fully alive to their own interests. 
In many cases, however, particularily in Illinois, 
this discrimination can be nothing but intentional, 
and it is doing St. Louis business a great deal of 


damage. 
IN SPRINGFIELD, ILL, 

for instance, the case that was mentioned yester- 
day, St. Louis drug houses, which are among the 
largest in the world, might easily do all the business 
if delivery was prompt, for Sc. Louis is only one- 
half as far from Springfield as is Chicago. But St. 
Louis goods, if Springfield merchants are to be be- 
lieved, ere three days on the road, while Chicago 
goods come through in one day. 

Of course, railroad men will say that St. Louis 
merchants aré slow in shipping goods, that their 
schedule time from St. Louis is as good as the 
time from Chicago, and that any goods delivered 
to them by 4 o'clock this afternoon will be in 
Springfield by noon to-morrow. But they always 
make allowance for “delays” and “misiaying of 
packages” in their statement, which practically 
spoils its effect, There should be no delays and no 
packages misiaid, or, at least, these cases should 
be so few that they would cut no figure whatever 
in the case. But they are not few in St. Louis. 
They are so many that they are fast becoming the 
rule, instead of the exception. In order to ascer- 
tain to what extent these discriminations prevailed 
on various lines, the Richardson Drug Company 
recently requested its salesmen to ascertain from 
merchants at one or two points how long it teok 
them to get goods from S8t. Louis, and 
from other cities. The answers show a pretty state 
of affairs existing, at one or two points particular- 
ly. The Burlington seems to be especially favored 
with the notice of traveling men. One of the points 
on the Burlington first mentioned is 


LINNEUS, MO. 
The traveling salesman, writing from Linneus, 
says: “In response to your inquiry would state. 
On an average it takes SEVEN TO FOURTEEN DaYs to 
get goods to this point from time of shipment at 
St. Louis or East St. Louis over the Keokuk and 
St. Louis Railroad, while from Chicago to this 
point the average is only FOUR TO FIVE DAYS over 
the C., B. & Q Raiiroad.”

Indianapolis. In the case of Olney, the difference 
was 42 miles in fayor of St. Lou's, yet the time in 
transit was the same from Indianapolis. At Vin- 
cennes the distance is 82 miles in favor of Indian- 
apolis, and it would be natural to suppose that the 
difference would be evened up, and the time the 
same.

PEDRO PRESTAN. 


The Court-Martial and Execution of 
the Panama Rebel. 


_ 
— — 


Speedy Punishment Meted Out to the 
Destroyer of Colon—Four Witnesses 
Prove That Prestan Burned the City, 
but the Insurgent Leader Proclaims 
His Innocence—The Sentence and 
Execution. 


New Yor, September 3.—The Spanish colum ns 
of the Panama Star and Herald of August contain 
a report of the proceedings of the court-martial 
that met on the 17th instant to try Pedro Prestan, 
who has since been executed. Four witnesses 


| were brought before the court and declared that 


Pedro Prestan was the principal author of the 
destruction of Colon onthe Sist. of March last. 
These were: Juan Beltramo, an Italian; Clement 
Dupuy, acting superintendent of the Panama Rail- 
road; Hugh Dietrich, a Garman, and Wm. Connor, 
agent of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company in 
Colon, These four gentlemen, after beving given 


‘their evidence against Prestan, were confronted 


with him. These different declarations show that 
Prestan was the author of the fire in Colon, and, 
although he strongly denied ail the charges laid 
against him and actually named persons who 
could testify to his innocence, be nevertheless aid 
not lay the blame on any other person, nor did he 
say that his followers had not committed 
the crime, The chairman of the court-martial 

Ordered the witnesses named by Prestan to be 

brought into court so they should make their state- 
ment, After the lapse ofan hour, the court was 
informed that all the persons named by Prestan 
were not to be found on the Isthmus, as they had 
left after the burningof Colon. In view of this, 
and as all the witnesses agreed on the same point, 
that Prestan was the author of the fire, the court, 

after having heard the prisoner's defense, ordered 

the room to be cleared and then deliberated as to 
what sentence they shuld pronounce. All the votes 
but one were forthe hanging of Prestan. Once 
the death warrant was signed, the prisoner was 
calied in and he was informed of his sentence. He 
heard the sentence read with great composure. Up 
to his last moment he had a priest by his side. 
When upon the scaffold Prestan spoke a few words, 
cailing upon the Colombians to believe him inno- 

cent of such an atrocious crime, Notwithstanding 
all his repeated protests of innocence, there was 
but one voice of unanimous approval when the trap 
was sprung from under him aad the body left the 
swing onthe gallows. Prestan Was hanged soon 
after midday on the 18th ult. The sentence was 
signed at 7:30 p. m. on the evening of the th and 
was unanimously approved. The execution was 
witnessed by an immense crowd of all colors and 
nationalities, the greater part of which, probably, 
never witnessed such a scene before. Death seems 
to have been instantaneous, as no show of life was 
apparent three minutes after dropping. The Star 
and Herald says: It is to be hoped that the exe 
cution of Prestan will serve as an exemplary 
lesson ever to be remembered by those who, in an 
evil hour, forgetting the most sacred duties which 
they owe not only to their country and fellow men, 

but to society at large, pride themselves in aston- 
ishing the world with their criminal acts.”
